Nearly 300 persons working on 
Orange county VV’PA recreation 
projects were transferred last 
night to other work when funds 
for the project ran out. 

Only a skeleton force of 88 out 
of the 330 on the recreation proj¬ 
ect rolls remain, and there arc 
funds for them for only about 
10 day.s, Dan Mulherron, county 
WPA manager, .said. 

He and Fred P. Jayne, in charge 
of recreation and women's proj¬ 
ects, expect approval soon of sup¬ 
plementary projects which will al¬ 
low the work to resume. 

In the meantime recreation 
workers will be transferred to 
.sewing, clerical, and con.struction 
projects without lo.ss of time, 
Jayne said. Only a small dra¬ 
matic group, a Hillbilly band, and 
a Spanish trio have been retained. 
The.se have made nearly 100 ap¬ 
pearances before service clubs and 
similar groups in the past two 
months. 

About 100 crossing guards, in¬ 
cluding the 50 transferred two 
weeks ago, are also affected by 
the order. 


The city of Santa Ana, which 
furnished guards to protect school 
children while they crossed busy 
streets before WPA took over that 
work, again stepped into the 
breach today. 

WPA funds for the crossing 
project have been exhausted, and 
the 11 remaining guards were to 
go off duty today. 

Police Chief Floyd W. Howard 
announced that beginning Monday 
the city will station five men at 
busy crossings to continue the pro¬ 
tection. The city council has ap¬ 
proved the move, he said. 

"This department is going to 
furnish guards,’’ the chief said, 
"because there has been a prece¬ 
dent established and the children 
are accustomed to protection. If 
they were allowed to cross with¬ 
out guards, there would be danger 
of fatal accidents." 

He recalled that no school child 
has been killed in Santa Ana traf¬ 
fic in the past seven years. 

About a month ago half the 
crossing guards in Orange county 
were removed. The remainder, ap¬ 
proximately 50 men including 15 
in Santa Ana, were to be trans¬ 
ferred to other projects today or 
Monday, WPA Manager Dan Mul¬ 
herron said.

Either she is younger, or she has 
taken more care of her personal 
appearance, for her shell is glossy 
and light in color, while Johnny’s 
is dark and dull.

Johnny and Jenny had retired 
for the winter when a reporter 
called yesterday but Mrs. Ram¬ 
sey brought them out of their bed. 
They live in a brick and earth 
dugout with some straw for a 
mattress. 

Right now the pair is trying to 
get some sleep. Johnny and Jen¬ 
ny are not interested in eating, 
but the rest of the year they cre¬ 
ate quite a food problem. 

"Johnny won’t eat anything but 
fishing worms, berries and grass¬ 
hoppers,” said Mrs. Ramsey. "Jen¬ 
ny, though, likes tomatoes. We’ve 
tried liver and things they used 
to use to fish for turtles, but 
they won't eat it.”

PASADENA. (iP)—Galloping 
steeds drawing chariots once 
chased galloping halfbacks out of 
the "Rose Bowl.” 

Implausible as it may seem now, 
the first great intersectional foot¬ 
ball battle in Tournament park, 
gianddaddy of the famous football 
bowl, was a flop. 

It was 1902 when the Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses committee figured 
it would be a good idea to bring 
the best team out of the East to 
meet the West coast's blue-ribbon 
outfit for the mythical national 
gridiron title. 

Stanford Loses 

Michigan was invited and the 
Wolverines beat Stanford, 49-0, 
before a crowd so slim that foot¬ 
ball was thereupon abandoned as 
an attraction of Pasadena’s an¬ 
nual floral festival. 

They tried chariot racing the 
following year and it proved to 
be an immediate and roaring suc¬ 
cess. 

On every Jan. 1 for 13 years, 
charioteers clad in fluttering Ro¬ 
man robes drove fiery chargers 
around the oval before hysterically 
whooping throngs in a fairly ac¬ 
curate twentieth century reproduc¬ 
tion of a Roman holiday—minus 
bloodshed. 

Then came the movies, picturing 
chariot races in profusion, and Ben 
Hur-ish antics palled on the pub¬ 
lic. Western football had an up¬ 
take at about the same time. The 
halfbacks galloped right back to 
the bowl—and stayed. 

Seats 8.5„581 Now 

The resumption of football came 
in 1916 when the tournament com¬ 
mittee gave the nod to Brown uni¬ 
versity’s Bears, who came all the 
way from Providence, R. I., to fall 
before Washington State, 0-14, in 
the first "modem” Rose Bowl 
game. The crowd was so huge 
that the future of the greatest in- 
tersectional battle was assured. 

The games prior to 1922 actually 
were not played in the bowl but in 
Tournament park. Just 14 years 
ago the old wooden grandstands 
were razed and the scenery was 
shifted to the pre.sent Rose Bowl 
site, where the stands first took 
the form of a great horseshoe seat¬ 
ing 57,000. 

The wooden structure was re¬ 
placed by a modern concrete bowl 
in 1928 and two years later the 
seating capacity was stepped up to 
the present 85,581. 

"That year, 1930, was our big¬ 
gest so far,” recalls William Dunk- 
erly, tournament committee sec¬ 
retary. "Southern California 
played Pitt, the Trojans winning, 
47-14, before a bowl filled to the 
hrim with spectators who paid 
$306,421. We split the net returns 
with the playing universities and 
apply our third to the cost of the 
bowl, which we hope to pay out in 
another seven or eight years.” 

The bowl is used on days other 
than New Year’s. 

Night Football Began 

"Twenty-one high school and 
junior college games are scheduled 
there this season,” says Superin¬ 
tendent William Nicholas of the 
Pasadena park system. “I was 
lighted for night play in 1929. the 
first in the country, I understand,” 

The bowl is used for gradua¬ 
tion exercises, Easter sunrise serv¬ 
ices, pageants and the like. And 
the movies u.se it to make football 
pictures—two this year- paying 
$100-a-day rental. 

"We are making it a real Rose 
Bowl,” says Nicholas, “Ten thou¬ 
sand roses have been planted in 
two rows around the 3,000 feet of 
fence. We hope they’ll oblige by 
being in bloom for the big game 
next Jan. 1.” 

Five hundred tourists visit the 
bowl daily.

The divided decision of the ref¬ 
eree and two judges left plenty of 
room for arguments. The crowd 
of 5640 was kept on edge through 
the greater part of the exciting 
bout as they traded punches freely. 

The Associated Press scorecard 
gave Garcia an 8-6 edge in rounds 
with one even. 

Referee Billy Cavanaugh scored 
seven for Jannazzo and six for 
Garcia; Eddie Forbes, one of the 
judges, credited Garcia with eight 
rounds and the New Yorker with 
seven while the other judge, Patsy 
Haley, called it all square with 
seven rounds to each and one even. 

Garcia, the Filipino from Los 
Angeles, scored the only knock¬ 
down, catching Jannazzo on the 
side of the head with a right early 
In the eighth round and dropping 
him for a count of one. 


Buivid, 190 pounds of speed and 
pas.sing tulenl, srored the first 
touchdown in the opening minutes 
on a 13-yard dasli around right 
end, climaxing a long Marquette 
march. Buivid then intercepted 
Ned O'Laughlin’s long aerial on 
the Marquette 25 and, aided by 
great blocking, streaked 75 yards 
for another touchdown.

King in First 
Parliament Talk 


LONDON. IjPI King Edward 
told hi.s parliament yesterday the 
British government has "spared 
no pain” to check the brutality of 
the Spanish war and to keep it 
within its Iberian boundaries. 

In hi.s first addre.ss to the par¬ 
liament as .sovereign, the monarch 
declared: "I have viewed with 

concern and anxiety the events in 
Spain during the last three 
months.” 

The speech was read by the Earl 
of Onslow, acting as lord chan¬ 
cellor in the illness of Viscount 
Hail.sham, on the occasion of pro¬ 
rogation of parliament. The king 
himself was not pre.sent. He will 
open the new parliament in state 
on next Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON. (A’l While the 
Republican national committee is¬ 
sued a statement assailing the so¬ 
cial security act, a senate com¬ 
mittee prepared today to investi¬ 
gate alleged pay-envelope attacks 
on the program. 

Senator La Follette (Prog., 
Wis.), head of a special committee 
studying alleged violations of civil 
liberties and labor rights, an¬ 
nounced an inquiry would start 
immediately into attempts to "in¬ 
fringe upon the civil and political 
I ights of the working man through 
pay roll pressure.” 

"The recent ■well-organized and 
■jrossly misleading attack on the 
social security act,” he said, "bears 
all the earmarks of a malicious 
drive designed solely through mis¬ 
statement of fact to coerce labor 
and invade the sanctity of the bal¬ 
lot box.” 

The Republican committee state¬ 
ment said the administration’s 
program is “not even as fair as a 
lottery,” and that "women who 
work a few years and then marry 
are especially hit.” 

The social security program in¬ 
cludes an old age pension tax on 
workers’ pay starting Jan. 1, and 
rising from 1 to 3 per cent over 
a 12-year period, with a similar 
sum collected from the employer. 
The act also embraces ta.xes on 
employers to finance unemploy¬ 
ment insurance and has other 
features.

( BECAME an actress because I didn’t like 
school. People argue with me and say I must 
have had a strong desire to act even as a little 
girl, but I don’t remember it. 

When I was going to the Annie Wright Sem¬ 
inary in Tacoma—a beautiful school overlook¬ 
ing Puget Sound—it was torture to me if I had 
to get up and recite. I was so self-conscious 
and qhy that I got very poor grades, because 1 
would prepare an oral recitation and then, when 
the teacher called me, I would say I was un¬ 
prepared. 

We had moved to Tacoma from Portland, 
Ore., where I was born, and when I was 10 we 
moved again, this time to Hollywood. My inter¬ 
est in school seemed to decrease after I started 
going to public school in Los Angeles. It was 
no fault of the teachers or the system; I would 
’have hated the rules and regulations no matter 
where I went to school. 

I also hated being told what I should read 
and study. I read what 1 wanted to, and passed 
up the studies that didn’t interest me. 

From grammar school I went to Los An¬ 
geles High and later to Hollywood High, but I 
cut class almost as often as I attended and 
usually went to the movies or the public li¬ 
brary. Finally, when I was within half a year 
of graduating, I sat down with mother one day 
and discussed going to dramatic school. After 
seeing so many movies, I thought I h»d at least 
a little talent and that I would enjoy study¬ 
ing to become an actress. 

K nowing how I hated public school, mother 
agreed and sent me to Clark’s Los An¬ 
geles Dramatic School, which I attended for a 
year. 

Clark’s is conducted like any other dramatic 
school. You are taught diction and carriage; 
you study famous plays, act parts in them, and 
attend the many productions of the school as 
part of your training. It wasn’t very often that 
I played hookey because I really enjoyed the 
work. 

I had never been in a play while I was going 
to grammar or high school, but naturally be¬ 
gan to act in them now. At the time, seeing my 
name in lights on Broadway wouldn’t have been 
more thrilling than reading “Helen Burgess’’ on 
posters outside Clark’s little box-like theater. 
Fame already had an inviting taste. 

My first stage appearance that was not di¬ 
rectly under the supervision of instructors was 
a dramatic role in “The Seventh Year” at the 
Spotlight Theater in Los Angeles. The play ran 
two weeks and was about to close when I re¬ 
ceived word that Jack Murton, a Paramount 
Studio talent scout, was coming to the theater 
to see me in the play. 

I thought at the time that there was some 
mistake; that Mr. Murton’s interest must be 
in the play itself or some more prominent mem¬ 
ber of the cast. I even suspected that somebody 
might be playing a cruel joke on me. But they 
kept the play going an extra night so Mr. 
Murton could see it, and afterward he came 
around back stage. 

We were introduced and talked a little, then 
he made an appointment for me to come to the 
studio. Almost before I knew it, I was under 
contract to Paramount

B efore the screen test there were fittings in 
the wardrobe department; long hours in 
the makeup department, and additionai hours 
in the hands of Lenore Sabine, head of the hair- 
drc.ssing department. The test was made on one 
of the so-called monitor stages. I wore a little 
peach colored dre.ss with hoopskirt and worked 
in a small cabin suppo.sed to be the Cody cabin 
near Deadwood. 

Mr. De Mille screened the test at his home 
as soon as it was developed and the next day 
I was notified that I was in the cast of “The 
Plainsman," with Gary Cooper and Jean Arthur. 

Untii I walked out on the set the first day 
the picture was in production I had never met 
either of them. And I have never know such 
excitement as we witnessed on the set that day. 

Workers had been arriving from 6:,'JO in the 
morning, and the set covered three acres. It 
included a frontier town repre.senting Hays City, 
Kas., a dock, river and river boats. There were 
about a thousand extras in frontier dress, and 
there was even a gallery for the press--just 
like at the World Series. I understand that it 
was the first time a press gallery, with teleg¬ 
raphers and a couple hundred correspondents 
was ever required at the start of a picture. 

When I walked out into the dusty street ac¬ 
companied by a makeup woman and a ward¬ 
robe worker, Mr. De Mille dismounted from the 
camera boom and looked over my dress, hat 
and parasol. 'Then he brought me over and in¬ 
troduced me to Gary and Jean. They were both 
very pleasant to me, and Gary said, “Just don’t 
take it too seriously. Acting’s only as hard as 
you make it.” 


A nd, strangely enough, I didn’t mind work¬ 
ing before the camera at ali. 

The real anxiety came when we went to see 
the “rushes” that night, .limmy Ellison had al¬ 
ready been in a number of pictures, but he was 
as concerned as I. When we werx* walking o\’er 
to the projection room to sec the result of the 
day’s work, we were about as cheerful as a 
couple of people going to be hanged, because 
everything depended on that first day’s work. 
It was Jimmy's big break as well as mine, and 
we had to make good. 

When we arrived in the projection room. Mr. 
He Mille and the others were already there. Mr. 
De Mille had Jimmy and me sit right In front of 
him, so that we could hear every comment he 
made. It gave me such a ghostly feeling of 
seeming to be in two places at once, as I 
watched myself on the screen- and I was so 
surprised at the sound of my voice coming from 
behind the screen, that I don’t think I heard 
many of Mr. De Mille’s observations. 

I was afraid to look at him after the screen¬ 
ing was over and got out of the projection 
room as fast as I could. 

“What do you suppose he thought of us, 
Jimmy?” I asked my screen husband outside. 


B ut signing a contract is only a matter of 
putting your name on a legal piece of paper 
while a lot of pleasant executives look on. It’s 
no guarantee of work, I expected that I would 
immediately get a part in a picture, or at least 
be called on to play atmosphere in a film or 
two, but no such thing. 

Yet, even though I didn’t know it, the studio 
machinery was working and I was being offered 
to various producers, among them Cecil B. De 
Mille. Mr. Murton knew that Mr. De Mille was 
looking for someone to play the role of Louisa 
Cody, Buffalo Bill’s society girl wife, in “The 
Piainsman,” and recommended me. Mr. De 
Mille has discovered more stars for the screen 
than anybody else in Hoilywood, but he had 
never given an important role to anyone with¬ 
out previous screen experience and was natur¬ 
ally wary of me. Then lie noticed me, one day, 
in the studio restaurant and, though he didn’t 
know my name at the time, decided then and 
there that I looked the type to play Louisa. 
Then I received a call to come to his office for 
an audition. 


at Mr. De Milie’s office as scheduled. It’s a 
hushed, walnut paneled room in a small buff 
bungalow and you sense that many tremendous 
events arc awaiting Mr. De Mille’s attention 
when you walk in, I felt rather apologetic 
for taking up his time. Books on Wild Bill 
Hickok and his period stand in rows on a tabie 
at your left. There is a leather divan and other 
furnishings on the right. Directly ahead is Mr. 
De Mille’s desk, and, he looks up with his eyes 
twinkling under jutting lids. 

Also in the room is his executive assistant, 
William H. Pine; his casting director, Joseph 
Egli; his assistant directors. Miss Loughton and 
others. Really a large audience. 

James Ellison, who plays the role of Buffalo 
Bill Cody in “The Plainsman,” worked opposite 
me in my audition. I was so nervous that I'm 
sure all those people in the room could see my 
skirts quivering, the way they do when you’re 
really upset. But as we went along, I gained 
more confidence and I’m sure no one could tell 
from my voice that I was shaking. 

The first part of the audition was all right, 
and Mr. De Mille gave us a couple more scenes 
to learn and asked us to come back in an hour. 
The second section of the audition was better, 
and I was told that I’d be given a screen test. 


I SHALL never forget the audition.

did not lift its hand—and men died of exposure 
and disease, and frozen hands and feet were 
lopped off to cripple hundreds of others for life. 

"Even the tolerant Fiske could not refrain 
from saying: 'The events of that winter left a 
stain upon the reputation of the Continental 
Congress from which it never fully recovered . . . 
At the end of 1777, it began visibly to lose its 
place in public esteem and sink, step by step, 
into the utter degredation and impotence which 
was to overwhelm it before another ten years 
should have expired.’ 

"Then came the exposure of the Conway 
Cabal and Gates squirmed, squealed and lied 
until his balloon was punctured and he was 
shelved to garrison duty on the Hudson. Soon 
afterward he left the service in a huff and 
retired to his Virginia plantation. Unfortunately, 
he did not remain there. He had one mors 
string to his bow. 

"As affairs in the south became increasingly 
serious, Washington recommended to Congress 
that General Nathaniel Greene be appointed to 
command the Southern Department. But the 
glamour which enveloped the "Hero of Sara¬ 
toga" had not been dispelled entirely, and many 
people began calling for Gates. Congress rose 
to the occasion in its best manner. Washington’s 
wishes were disregarded as usual, and on June 
13, 1780, Gates was duly appointed—and eagerly 
accepted. 

"He emerged from retirement with consider¬ 
able fanfare. Richard Peters, secretary of the 
Board of War and one of the giddier members 
of Congress—although it is difficult to discrim¬ 
inate—wrote him effusively: ‘Our affairs to the 
southward look blue; so they did when you took 
command before the Burgoynade. I can only 
now say, "Go and do likewise”—God bless you.’

and it has gone on, unchecked, ever since. 
It may be that this is so because the darker 
phase of our history has been hidden so care¬ 
fully. The dishonesty of half truths and delib¬ 
erate omissions on the part of our analysts 
has reared a gilded screen which conceals 
the rattling skeletons. • * * It is a parade of 
skeletons everyone has the right to see.

works and gave the command to abandon camp. 

"He was days too late to make the retreat by 
land. He was hours to late to retire safely by the 
Richelieu. Now there was only one glimmer of 
hope -compel the half-starved sickly men to 
take to the boats and row for their very lives. 
In sheer criminal stubbornness, General Sulli¬ 
van had wantonly risked the complete destruc¬ 
tion of the northern army.” 

Again pointing to the diabolical ambition of 
leaders he says of General Horatio Gates, that 
“he was savagely ambitious to supplant Wash¬ 
ington as he had supplanted Schuyler, he trait¬ 
orously sacrificed the country in the hope of 
causing a complete Washington disaster. He 
partially succeeded. By the time he was com¬ 
pelled to send part of the northern force to 
Washington s aid, the Dela-ware forts already 
had been stormed, the British retained Phila¬ 
delphia, the war went on and Washington's army 
was condemned to the horrors of Valley Forge. 


ATES’ old crony. Charles Lee, who had 
been kicked out of the army bodily the 
previous year and was living in disgrace on his 
Virginia estate, also wrote him but in a far less 
congratulatory vein. 'Take care,’ he warned, 
'that your northern laurels do not change to 
southern willows.’ 

"With a flip of his fingers at this. Gates moved 
triumphantly to Hillsborough, N. C., from which 
he was to launch his campaign. This was a 
simple project. The key point of the British ac¬ 
tivities in the interior was Camden. S. C., at 
the moment held by a force of less than 800 
under Lord Rawdon. This made conditions pro¬ 
pitious for an attack, and if Gates would capture 
it, the British would be forced to retire from 
ali inland positions and be thrown upon the 
defensive at Charleston. 

"Gates was eager—over eager—to start imme¬ 
diately toward his objective, but he found con¬ 
ditions at Hillsborough deplorable. The troope 
concentrated there were greatly deficient in 
both arms and ammunition. They had no tents, 
no food, no medicines and no money—a strangely 
familiar condition in the Continental forces. The 
only seasoned soldiers on hand were some 1400 
regulars from Maryland and Delaware under 
the able leadership of the giant Baron De Kalb. 
In addition to these there were some recently 
recruited militia, numbering about 1000. 

“No one in the entire American army was 
less capable of straightening out the wretched 
situation than Gates, but he solved it very 
easily. He simply ignored it. 

“ '1 am not satisfied with conditions here,’ 
he told De Kalb authoritatively, ’but time is 
pressing. Wo must attack Rawdon before he 
can be reinforced. We will prepare to march 
at once.’ 

"De Kalb demurred emphatically, insisting it 
would be disastrous to move before the half-sick 
troops were better equipped, but Gates refused 
to listen. 

" 'I said we would march,’ he snapped. ‘You 
will prepare for departure at once.’ ”

One of the mo.st emphatic and direct attacks 
upon the needless cruelties of war is that 
launched by E. V. Westrate. whose story “Those 
Fatal Generals," has just been brought out by 
the Knight Publications, Inc. 

Mr. Westrate writes with a dubious humor 
which has about it the grimness and pathos of 
death as he de.scrihes the vanity of General 
Sullivan during the Battle of Three Rivers. It is 
calculated to rip the glamour from the .sacrifices 
of war in a most effective manner. He .says. "On 
the day of the battle General Sullivan wrote a 
fantastic letter to Wa.shington. Inspired by the 
sound of the firing which could be 'clearly heard, 
although forty-five miles distant,’ he enthus¬ 
iastically described the certain victory his troops 
were winning as he visioned it. Four days later, 
he was writing Washington again, a very differ¬ 
ent sort of letter, one which fairly exuded tears 
and heartbreak. It contained not a word of 
regret over the criminal waste of so many 
good men, of which the colonies never had 
enough, nor of the suffering and death to which 
he had subjected them. He only bemoaned their 
failure to do the impossible and wailed over the 
stunning surprise of discovering that Burgoyne 
had Stationed more than .fiOOO men at Three 
Rivers without telling him about it. Although 
he admitted he did not know what had happened 
to Wayne and his men, he brazenly offered the 
estimate of his losses at ’about ISO.’ But he 
slipped concerning his real knowledge of the dis¬ 
aster when he went off Into a mood of high 
tragedy and wrote, grandly *1 now think only of 


E DUCATIO.N, pointing to the shadows of dead 
men who have been in.spired to march in 
historic battles, is about to silence the martial 
music, the tramp of soldier’s feet and the drums 
of war it seems. Young America wants no com¬ 
bat-young America in short, is demanding 
peace by diplomacy! And older America is co¬ 
operating, while historians are showing the mur¬ 
derous cruelties of past conflicts. If there must 
be war they want wars that are fought with in¬ 
telligence instead of politics. 

Now there comes to the rescue the Junior 
Statesmen of America, an organization of senior

With his customary opera- 
bouffe gran liloqucnce. he proclaimed his inten¬ 
tion of standin.g his ground and facing the foe to 
the bitter end. 1 am determined.' he wrote, ‘to 
hold the mo.st important post, so long as one 
stone is left upon another.' 

"The retort of the officers stunned him. More 
than forty of them immediately turned in their 
resignations to him. But he refused to be moved 
from his standi. He also refuscfl to accept any of 
the resignations and compelled the troops to 
strengthen the hopeless camp's defenses. For six 
days after the Three Rivers tragedy, he main¬ 
tained his mulish attitude, six days during which 
an orderly and safe retirement could have been 
made with a minimum of hardship for the dis¬ 
heartened and physically weakened troops, six 
days of anxious peering to the northeast by offi¬ 
cers and men alike. Then, on the morning of 
June 14, the word swept through the camp that 
a vast British fleet was in sight. 

“So he waited, all through the long June day- 
waited while the British ships drew nearer and 
nearer -waited until, late in the afternoon, the 
fleet suddenly veered from its westerly course and 
made directly for Sorel, waited until the sloops 
In the van were less than two hours’sail from the 
camp. Then, his florid face a shade paler, Sulli¬ 
van leaped down from his perch on the breast- 


"The tragic picture has been offered as a por- 
tra.yal of the acme of heroism—which it was—- 
caused by the poverty of the country—which it 
was not. The country was anything but poverty- 
stricken. The summer of 1777 had been un¬ 
usually fruitful in the fields and the looms of the 
patriotic women had never been more busy to 
meet the army's needs. 

“Not one moment of the suffering endured at 
Valley Forge was necessary.” 


HAS THE denuded soldiers marched to their 
winter quarters on December 17, their 
route was traced easily in the snow by the 
blood which oozed from their bare frost-bitten 
feet. Yet, at that hour, hundreds of hogsheads 
of shoes, stockings and other clothing, blankets, 
food and complete winter equipment were lying 
along the roads and In the woods waiting only 
for the transportation and clearance which the 
Congress-controlled commissariat failed to pro¬ 
vide.

And would the American house¬ 
wife be content to trade her 
smartly styled, printed house 
dress for the long, full cotton 
skirt, sash and short-sleeved cot¬ 
ton blouse and the inevitable 
rebozo that acts as a combina¬ 
tion shawl and muffller to the 
Mexican housewife, the whole 
outfit not having as much shape 
as a Greek toga? The Mexican 
woman uses her rebozo to carry 
her baby or chickens in and, in 
the south, it is supplemented by 
a large straw sombrero as a pro¬ 
tection against the sun. 

Long and loud would be the 
call for emancipation if such were 
the case in the United States! 

But such is the case in !)9 per¬ 
cent of Mexican homes today. In 
fact, less than one percent of the 
women of Mexico today can afford 
to wear the style creations which 
are called American or Parisian. 
And that one percent is confined 
far more to her home than her 
American counterpart although 
the one percent will have three 
household servants to her Amer¬ 
ican cousins’ one, but her life is 
devoted to raising children and 
making her husband comfortable, 
when he is at home. 

The one percent are as closely 
guarded as the ladies in a Turk¬ 
ish harem. But we are not con¬ 
cerned with the upper crust one 
percent but with the average 9!) 
percent which is Mexico today. 

I F SHE lives in Mexico City or 
one of the other large cities of 
the country, her home will be one 
room in a “community hou.se.’’ or 
as we would call it, an apartment. 
Low, one-storied and flush with 
the sidewalk, the house will be 
built around an open patio which 
acts as the children’s pl.ayground, 
wa.shing and drying .space, place 
of retreat and in many ca.ses the 
family kitchen. Her room will be 
about 12 by 14 feet with one door 
and if she is fortunate, a window 
next to the door. 

With her family of from five 
to eight, she will not be crowded 
as to furniture with the principal 
piece acting as the parental bed 
and table. Mats on the floor for 
the children, a chair or two and 
a box, a small charcoal brazier 
and several dogs. In this small 
place the family will love, laugh, 
live and die without a thought to 
the great spaciousness and health¬ 


iness that is outside of their city 
limits. 

She will not be impeded with 
foundation garments or shoes and 
the family washing won’t worry 
her. Her husband will probably 
wear a stiffly starched white shirt 
over his everyday work shirt on 
Sunday and she will wash the 
children’s clothes in any nearby 
stream or in the gutter in front 
of her house, which usually acts 
as the conduit for the city’s wa¬ 
ter supply. 

The furniture of the humble 
dwellings is u-sually as forlorn as 
the structure but the kitchen 
utensils are sufficient for a 
woman’s demands. An indispen¬ 
sable piece is the metatc, an ob¬ 
long volcanic .stone about 12 by 
18 inches, smooth on the upper 
surface and resting in a slanting 
position on three legs cut out of 
the same piece. 

With this is the metlapilli, or 
muller, and a large earthen pan, 
the comnlli, in W'hich to cook the 
tortillas which are beaten out of 
corn on the metate. Dishes and 
vessels are of calabash fruit, 
gourds and pottery, some of 
which are tastefully decorated. 

P LANNING her meals doesn’t 
bother her although the very 
first question in culture is food. 
Maize (corn), beans, tomatoes 
and peppers mixed with a variety 
of things are the staple foods of 
Mexico. Fruits, cactus pears and 
game help to round out the diet. 
Pulque, the national drink made 
from the maguey cactus, or cen¬ 
tury plant, is the best balancer 
that a Mexican has for an aid to 
his deficient diet. 

As the Mexicans never eat 
enough fruit and vegetables to 
offset properly the high protein 
Intake of corn and beans, the 
plentiful supply of pulque is a 
mixed b’e.s.sing to Mexico. The 
slight precentage of alcohol, about 
four percent, supplies the needed 
ingredients for a balanced diet 
which the Mexicans could have 
in no other way except by eat¬ 
ing fruit and vegetables which, 
usually, they deto.st. And in a 
counti-y where sugar cane, rice, 
wheat, potatoes, peas, Bru.ssel 
sprouts, lettuce, cabbage, spin¬ 
ach, asparagus, broccoli, beets, 
onions, sqii.ash, and numerous 
other vegctabics grow in abun¬ 
dance, as well as oranges, pine¬ 
apples, bananas, grapes, grape¬ 
fruit, lemons, olives, pears, apples, 
and countlo.ss tropical fruits 
thrive, the natives .still prefer 
their tortillas and beans to their 
plentifully home-grown products. 

Quite universal as food are tor¬ 
tillas or coin cakes. The tough 
outer skin is removed by soaking 
the grains of maize for a night 
in weak limewater. The product 
is then mashed or ground on the 
metatc. From the pa.ste the tor¬ 
tilla is formed by pattiing it into 
a thin cake and then cooked on a 
slab or in an earthen pan. 

The tortilla is eaten with boiled 
beans and a mixture of chili and 
fat. The .soaked corn is akso 
roasted and made into gruel, in 
which cacao and sugar are mixed. 
Tamales are chopped meat, pep¬ 
pers and onions, covered with 
corn pa.sto, the whole enveloped 
in corn husks or plantain leaves 
and boiled or baked. 

In the southern Mexicap states, 
earthquakes, as well as hot suns 


hmpil with long sleeves which 
looks like a smock and reaches 
below the knees. 

In the state of Taba.sco the cot¬ 
ton petticoat with a few yards of 
calico wound around the waist, 
or a sleeve frock, is the dress. 
Es.scntially these garments make 
up the clothing of the southern 
Mexican woman. 

In .southern Mexico both sexes 
wear their hair long, parted in 
the middle and hung in loose 
tres.ses over the shoulders, or 
looped up on the back of the 
head. On festive occ.asions they 
wear flowers in the hair as 
well as phosphorescent beetles. 
Feather tufts and skins of green 
birds are u.sed as ornaments, as 
well as necklaces of gold nuggets 
and amber be,ads. Formerly noses 
and ears were pierced for plugs 
of atone, wood or amber and 
rings of gold. In Oaxaca every 
woman will spend her last peso 
to own a pair of elaborate fili¬ 
gree earr.ngs, and all are willing 
to .sell them, their most prized 
posse.ssion, if it is po.ssible to 
make a profit.

One of the most picturesque 
and delightfully native costumes 
of Mexico IS that called the 
"China poblano. the Ghinese 
woman from Puebla. This con- 
si.sts of a lined, red flannel skirt 
with about a 16-inch border of 
sequins: elaborately embroidered 
blou.ses with short sleeves, usually 
with background of white, and a 
rebazo worn cro.ssed in the back, 
over the shoulders and wound 
around the waist. 

The origin of the Chino poblano 
is one of the most interesting 
legends of Mexico. In the early 
part of the Eighteenth Century 
there was a well established busi- 
ne.ss of .selling Chinese slaves to 
the wealthier residents of Mexico. 
One such slave was .sold to a 
rich merchant of I’uebla and she

A framework of branches 
in a double row is filled in with 
earth or wattled canework is 
plastered with clay. There are 
no windows and the roofs are 
thatched with palmetto. 


from the hut. In the one-room 
house the occupants are born, .sit, 
sleep and die on tbe bare earthen 
floor. 

From the varied environment 
dress varies greatly. Women have 
modified their clothing much 
under Spani.sh influence. Children 
in Tehuantepec and vicinity wear 
no clothing. In Tehuantepec the 
women wear a skirt of cotton or 
wool reaching to the ankles, often 
elaborately embroidered in var- 
rious de.signs and colors; the 
huipil, a smock-chemisette, with 
short sleeves, often adorned with 
iace and threads of gold and sil¬ 
ver: and a white cotton head cov¬ 
ering drawn on like a .sack and 
hanging down the liack. The flow¬ 
ered skirt of the women of 
Tehuantepec has a stiff ruffled 
hem about Ifi inches wide.

"huipil t/rande."

This word referred to a sac- 
acting as a container for fluid, 
and is .said to have been u.sed to 
dc.seribc either a blister filled 
with fluid, or the bladder which 
tills with fluid from the kidneys 
Our word bladder is directly de¬ 
rived from it. 

We have dropped the blister 
idea, and when we say we have 
bladder trouble, we do not mean 
we are having trouble with blis¬ 
ters, but rather, trouble with the 
bladder which acta as a storage 
organ for the fluid elimination of 
the kidneys. 

Most of the people who believe 
they have "weak kidneys" or 
kidney trouble, really have an ir¬ 
ritation of the bladder. The truly 
surprising thing is that often the 
pain will not appear in the blad- 
fler at all, hut will be reflexed, 
appearing as backache or neuri¬ 
tis, and the patient will not have 
the slightest reason to suspect 
that the bladfler is the cause of 
his distre.ss. Every patient believ- 


T HE patient will usually find a 
measure of relief in taking 
plenty of drinking v\atcr, or in 
using hot towels over the blad¬ 
der, or from taking a hot Sitz 
hath. I find that the patient 
makes the best progre.ss when 
placed on a jdain water fast, as 
an al)undancc of water will keep 
the organ comiiaratively clean of 
irritating material. Sometimes It 
is advisable to add ndik of mag¬ 
nesia to the water being used m 
the fasting regimen, especially d' 
the kidney elimination is highly 
acid.

If we wait until 
the last jiiinute to decide what 
meat to have for dinner, we are 
hound to purchase the so-called 
choice cuts, like the steaks and 
chop.s. .so good home management 
insists upon early planning and 
marketing in order to utilize these 
desirable inexpensive cuts of 
meat. 

When the homemaker sits down 
to plan the.se meals there are 
cert im tilings that she should 
keep in mind. She must remem¬ 
ber color combinations. A dinner, 
for instance, consisting of ham- 
burg steak, corn, mashed pota¬ 
toes, celery and a cream pie 
leaves .something to be desired, 
although it is well balanced as 
far as food values go. It is all the 
SrtUie color' Have the hamburg 
slcak, buL substitute radishes for 
the celery, and steamed chocolate 
pudding for the cream pie, and 
the meal seems more appetizing, 
the children are better pleased 
without knowing why and the 
head of the house sips his cup of 
coffee with enjoyment. It isn’t 
nece.s.sary to have the table look 
like a futuristic painting, but 
always remember the more col¬ 
ors the merrier!

Did Merlin Dictate 
King Arthur’s Laws 
WhichBring Wisdom 
To Modern Nations? 

By Edwin F. Lindenberger 

T he past, according to scholars, is never dead. 

Words, predictions and warnings issued 
thousands of years ago influence the careers of 
men, the destiny of nations. Though we may 
not heed them, the laws and wisdom of old 
times which predict and instruct, exist in the 
dusty archives of museums and libraries—and a 
few of their secrets are being translated into 
modern languages. 

Recent discoveries of two western scholars— 
Dr. L. E. Nelson and Professor J. W. Kyle, of 
the Redlands University, California—show how 
Excalibur, Merlin’s magic sword, has flashed 
down through fourteen hundred years, given 
more than human power to dictators and kings 
—and when misused, has been withdrawn. Far¬ 
fetched symbolism, fantastic and unreal? Not 
at all—for these scholars have unearthed and 
translated several ancient manuscripts which 
have been hidden for centuries in the British 
Museum and Magdalen College. 

These yellowed manuscripts are of King 
Arthur’s, written in 500 A. D. The great ruler 
had inflicted crushing defeat upon the invading 
Saxons, and retired to his castle to draw up 
inflexible laws for his gallant Knights of the 
Round Table. He had determined to prevent 
further conflicts. 

Perhaps he was reaching the age when wis¬ 
dom was preferable to fighting,—for even kings 
may grow weary of slaughter. More than mere¬ 
ly telling his Knights how to live thenceforth, 
he expressed concern for nations yet unborn— 
and set down rules to govern their conduct. If 
he couldn’t trust his Knights to practice dis¬ 
cretion, he was even more fearful for the gen¬ 
erations over which he would have no control. 

He felt, it is said, like a father to a huge 
family. Like a parent of today, he feared the 
time when his experience could no longer pro¬ 
vide safeguards. So, calling in Merlin, greatest 
magician of the time, King Arthur sat at the 
Round Table, drove his Knights off on errands 
of gallantry so he wouldn’t be disturbed, and 
dictated. 

“Punish the evil transgressor and the plun¬ 
derer of weaker nations." 

This applies today to Italy’s treatment by 
other League members for her invasion of 
Ethiopia. Nations who adhere to League man¬ 
dates are akin to the Knights of the Round 
Table, punishing the offender. 

W HETHER Merlin looked over King 
Arthur’s shoulder and foresaw the future, 
no one can guess. There are different opinions, 
of the scholar and layman. It is probable that 
Arthur was a fairly clever ruler himself, and 
kept the magician at his court for the sake of 
appearances—it looked better to have a man 
who was noted for wisdom. Then, if things 
went well, the King took the credit. If events 
turned out badly, he could blame Merlin. 

"When victorious do not punish the enemy 
beyond necessity." 

This was another of the great King’s laws.

and could have come from the lips of Woodrow 
Wilson when he spoke at the peace conference 
in Paris, warning the Allies against undue pun¬ 
ishment of Germany. But modern nations, like 
the King’s Knights, seldom follow sound laws of 
conduct—and the result, which finds Europe 
on the verge of another war, proves the wisdom 
of the ancient manuscript. 

Had King Arthur looked into a crystal and 
seen the discovery and growth of America, he 
could have written no truer warning than is 
contained in his third law: 

“Be fully armed and ready for emergency. Do 
not agree with other powers to strip the nation 
of armament." 

Nothing could be read and learned to better 
effect by our politicians than this brief phrase 
laboriously penned by England's master of the 
Round Table. 


“Do not waste fortunes in seeking national 
glory." 

If the United States had heeded King 
Arthur’s words the billions spent in the World 
War would have been saved, to say nothing of 
the thousands of lives squandered in the fields of 
France. Repudiation of war debts by every 
nation except little Finland, harsh words about 
Uncle Sam's Shylock character, the world de¬ 
pression and millions of unemployed, all would 
have been avoided. 

“Remain hospitable to sincere proposals for 
continuance of universal peace." 

This has been the dream of statesmen since 
the time began, the moving force of peace con¬ 
ferences for many years. King Arthur knew 
from his own experience, that only in peace 
could the people progress. 

T he task of translating the early manuscripts 
was begun as a scholastic achievement, but 
has recently gained wide attention through the 
service organization of Loyal Knights of the 
Round Table, at Redlands. As past-president of 
the Redlands Table, Dr. Nelson was assigned 
the responsibility of unearthing new material on 
King Arthur and his Knights. 

Searching through material in his own libra¬ 
ry, Dr. Nelson found references to manuscripts 
as yet untranslated. Following these scant clues 
he secured photostatic copies of the original 
manuscripts from their resting place in Eng- 
lan(4. 

Further activity was stimulated when the 
Redlands Table received from England an exact 
replica of the original Round Table which now 
hangs in Winchester Castle. The date of this 
famed Round Table is unknown. John Hardyng’s 
Chronicles report that Joseph of Arimathea 
brought it to British Isles. It was colored by 
King Henry VIII in the sixteenth century, the

center portion with red and white roses, sym¬ 
bolic of the War of the Roses. King Arthur’s 
portrait is a feature of the restoration, and the 
names of his Knights are given at the correct 
places. 

Tradition and legend which have come down 
Through the years recognize three Tables—the 
Table of Passion, a Table made by Joseph of 
Arimathea to commemorate the Table of Pas¬ 
sion, and a third made by Uther Pendragon and 
given to King Arthur on his marriage. This last 
Table was later increased in size to accommo¬ 
date the Knights created during Arthur’s reign. 

Like Biblical research, Shakespearean argu¬ 
ments, and tales accompanying the ancient 
sagas of the Norsemen, interest in Arthurian 
material, authentic manuscripts and romantic 
legends, has steadily increased. 

Copies secured by Dr. Nelson consisted of a 
I..atin chronicle from Magdalen College and a 
portion of John Hardyng's Chronicle (dated 
1436) from the British Museum. A total of six 
valuable documents were received 

T he Latin chronicle was of particular in¬ 
terest. It declares that the Round Table 
was established upon the advice of Merlin, the 
magician. Laws are given in detail, and an ex¬ 
planation of Arthur’s relationship to Mordred; 

“While he was harassing France with arms, 
Mordred, his son from a concubine to whom he 
had left the royal palace to be guarded, an ag¬ 
gressive youth and bold, for some time infatu¬ 
ated with an eagerness to reign, thinking that 
an opportunity was offered him by fortune in 
absence of the king, undertook to arouse the 
liberty of the people." 

It didn’t work out exactly as Mordred an¬ 
ticipated, since his father returned and re¬ 
monstrated—applying, doubtless, one of his 
laws which governed the matter. 

Deciphering the Latin tested the skill of the 
translators. The ancient scribe had several 
peculiarities of letter and word form. Many 
skeleton translations were made before the 
work was finished. Words were abbreviated with 
dots or lines, and “i’s” were dotted only when 
next to an ”n.” 

To prove that King Arthur himself was more 
than a legendary figure, this paragraph was dis¬ 
covered : 

"Arthur, not satisfied with the kingdom left 
by his father, gathered his forces and punished 
and subdued in quick .succession Ireland, the 
Orkneys, Denmark, Jutland, and several others 
toward France."

thousand years to plague the destinies of royal¬ 
ty and nations. 

Woe to the royal house of England, should the 
solemn divinations of Merlin be taken lightly! 
And to Edward, reigning king,— beware the 
taking of a German bride! Events sure to fol¬ 
low such a romance would result in a devas¬ 
tated Europe. 

Take note of these words of Merlin: 

“The White Dragon shall arise and invite 
hither the daughter of Germany. Our gardens 
.shall be filled with foreign .seed. Thereafter 
shall the German Worm fte crowned, but the 
Northwind shall rise against him and snatch 
him from the flowers that the We.slwind 
brought forth. There shall be gilding in the 
temples and the edge of the sword shall not 
cease. Scarce shall the German Worm find 
refuge in his eaves, for the vengeance of his 
treason shall overtake him.’ 

This dire prediction is among transiations 
made more than 800 years ago by GeolTrey of 
Monmouth, our principal source for Arthurian 
legends.

I T’S NOT a happy story, as the Toronto baby derby 
dra’ws to a close tonight. For one thing, one of the tiny 
innocent contestants in the race for $500,000, died yes¬ 
terday after physicians had struggled for three months 
with blood transfusions to keep her alive. 

For another, the entire contest to see which mother 
can have the most babies over a 10-year period is a dis¬ 
tasteful stunt.
